The manner in which the process of naturall-
gation I carried on in this city has recently
been the ocoasion of frequent rematk, lo Neyw
York the daily papers publish regularly the list
of those persons of foreign birth who are In this
manuer clothed with all the rights rrlﬂlogc'.
and im munities of pative-born citizens, In
Philadelphia no esuch list has ever been pub-
lished, although several atiempts have been
‘made by diferent partics to obtain the names
and vouchers, for the purpose of placing both
befora the public.

Yeaterday alternoon, two of the atlaches ol
Tue Evewing Teuxenars oalled upon J. Ross
Suowden, the Prothonotary of the Bupreme
Court, to make a formal demand for permission
to inspect the records of the Court, Mr. Snow-
den pansed in his fatigning work of slgning the
magical documents lopg enough to hear thelr
request—and to deny it, Toey then proceeded
to the office of Alderman Beitler, and subscribed
to the jollowing alfidayit, sctiing forth the facls
in the cose:—

To the Honorable George Sharmwood, Juastice of
the Supreme Court of Pennsylvaniag-—

The petition of Alexander J, MeUleary and
Watson Ambroster humbly showeth:—That
they are citizens of the State of Pennsylvania,
and sssnch interested In the resalt of all puvlic
elections of ofMioers, Tuw! by Lthe provisions of
the wol of Congress approved April 14, A D,
1502, in relation o the naurallzation of forelgn-
